Cowes, Isle of Wight, Jan. 21.—The J 
worst is expected at any moment, and 
the members of the royal family are 
now assembled in the" queen's" bed- '". 
chamber. A collapse, or what 
the • 
queen's physicians feared was a col- 
lapse, occurred unexpectedly about 10 
o'clock last evening. Arrangements 
were hurriedly made to provide special 
telephonic and telegraphic facilities. It 
Is asserted that her majesty's condition 
is chiefly due to a severe sinking spell 
and increase of the paralytic symptoms, 
and it is understood that the physi- < 
clans have resorted to artificial rneth- ' 
odg to prolong life such as is used 
only in cases of persons in extremis. '• 


The paralysis is chiefly evident in the 


face, one side of which appears to have 
lost all nerve and muscular power. At 
6 o'clock last evening the malady had 
not reached the vital organs, although 
It had naturally caused an almost total 
loss of power of speech. What was so 
much feared was that the brain might 
be attacked. 
Keenly sensitive to her • 


affliction, the queen has absolutely re- j 
fused to see any one but her nurses and 
doctors. Hence the exact nature of tbe 
malady is known only to a very few, 
and It is the royal wish that the pub- 
lic should not be informed of the exist- 


- ence of paralysis. Arrangements have 


been made with a local undertaker to 
have all the preliminaries to burial 


" ready in case of an emergency. 
; 
Immediately on the occurrence of the 
queen's collapse last evening a mes- 
sage was sent to London summoning 
the Prince of Wales and Emperor Will- 
iam. The Prince of Wales was in -such 
a condition of health that it was utter- 
ly impossible for him to leave London ! 
at that hour, but he started for Os- 
borne House at 8 this morning, accom- 
panied by Emperor William. It is be- 
lieved they will be too late for a final 
farewell. 


So far as her majesty's immediate 


eafety is concerned the extreme weak- ' 
ness causes almost more alarm than ' 
the paralysis. Much difficulty has been • 
experienced in administering, nourish- ; 
ment, for she appears quite unable to 
masticate. To this weakness are prob- ' 
ably due the long spells of unconscious- , 
ness through which she has been pass- '. 
ing. although it is almost Impossible ; 
to distinguish these from the insidious 
encroachments of paralysis. For more 
than a week the court officials have 
had hard work to keep her from sleep- 
ing at the wrong time.

Princess of Wales, the Princess of 
Battenberg, Princess Louise and oth- 
ers, all dressed in the deepest black. 
The face of the Princess of Wales 
showed signs of the anxiety she was 
undergoing. 


The annual memorial service 
for 


Prince Henry, always a sad occasion, 
was more than usually sorrowful, for 
the shadow of a still greater bpreave- 
mfent was uppermost in all minds. The 
Princess of Wales and the Princess of 
Battenbeig sobbed bitterly, and there 
was scarcely one of those royal heads 
bent in prayer that did not shake with 
a grief which could not be suppressed. 


The departure of the 
Prince of 


Wales for London, shortly after 12 
o'clock, to meet Emperor William, was 
fluietly accomplished. The queen had 
been informed of the kaiser's coming, 
and had signified her desire that the 
prince should go to meet him. Rather 
against his will, the man who for the 
moment was practically the king of 
England obeyed his mother's wishes. 
It was rumored that the queen wanted 
the emperor to postpone his visit to 
Osborne House, as she did not wisL to 
receive him in her present condition. 


Daring the afternoon the long, hilly 


road to the palace grounds was crowd- 
ad with people, particularly young men 
and women arrayed in their Sundaj 
garb, dotting the landscape with vivid 
patches of color. The local gentry, af- 
ter church service, wrote their names 
In the visitors' book at the lodge, which 
contains no signature that would mean 
anything to the world outside of the 
Isle of Wight. 


Inquiries of importance all come by 
telegram and these were legion. Hun- 
dreds of people, all sorts and condi- 
tions of men, clergymen predominat- 
ing, flooded Cowes with telegrams ask- 
ing for the latest news. A swarm of 
country people, among whom corre- ;

London, Jan. 21.—Throughout the 


United Kingdom yesterday was a Sun- 
day of anxiety and suspense. No one 


• in England, outside the circle of the 
"courCknew the real condition of the 
queeik or the nature of her disease. 
,The^6ulletins threw but little light on 
the universal question whether death 
was imminent. The London newspa- 
pers had not learned that her majesty 
had suffered a shock of paralysis. Ex- 
tra editions of the Sunday papers con- 
tained no information beyond the of- 
ficial bulletins, but there were many 
of them, and they were eagerly bought. 


The most alarming reports of the 


day came in the form of telegrams 
from the princesses at Osborne House. 
The coming of Emperor William and 
the news that King Leopold was about 
starting for London inspired fears that 
death was at hand. On the other hand, 
the fact that the Prince of Wales was 
able to leave Osborne House had an 
encouraging effect. 
When the prince 


arrived from Osborne at Victoria Sta- 
tion, London, at 4 o'clock, with Sir 
Francis Knollys attending, several 
hundred people were there to greet 
him. But there was no demonstration 
beyond the respectful raising of hats. 


The government had arranged to 


send the fast cruiser Minerva, to bring 
Emperor William, but he embarked on. 
a small packet for England before he 
learned of the plans, being accompa- 
nied by the Duke of Counaught. The j 
steamer had a rough passage, and on ' 
entering Sheerness Harbor she went by 
the warships without any ceremonies. 
Admiral Kennedy and Count Von Mir- 
bach, of the German embassy, receiv- 
ed the emperor and escorted him to a 
special waiting room. 


Two hours befoie his majesty's train 


was due in London people b-^.tu to 
gather about Charing Cross station. 
The cro^-d included not only the usual 
hangers on, but many fashionable peo- 
ple and hundreds of Germans, anxious : 
to see the emperor on his first appear- • 
ance in London for ytais. ihe throng

Although it is impossible to say that 


Queen Victoria has outlived her useful- 
ness, yet she may be said to have out- 
lived her happiness. During her long 
and eventful reign—the longest on re- 
cord, and extending considerably over 
half a century—she had seen all her 
oldest friends and acquaintances as 
well as numerous members of her im- 
mediate family 
disappear 
into 
the 


grave, until at last she felt herself 
quite alone in the world. Xot a single 
one of her former associates to whom 
she could unburden her mind, discuss 
the earlier events of her reign, or with 
whom she could enjoy congenial inter- 
course was left. 


"Mamma is so entirely alone." ex- 


claimed her daughter, the 
Princes? 


Christian, one day. "You can't im- 
agine how sad I am for her. We ail 
belong to a younger generation and 
have different thoughts and sentiments. 
many of which she can neither under- 
stand nor appreciate. Every one of her 
contempories and friends has passed 
away, and with them have vanished all 
her old time associations. There is no 
one remaining to whom she can really 
talk about matters." 


This remark of Princess Christian 


goes far toward explaining the unhap- 
py and even morose expression that i 
pervaded the queen's features during i 
the last 40 years of her reign, save j 
when something extraordinary occur- i 
red to excite her keen sense of the : 
ludicrous. On such occasions as these • 
she would laugh with a degree 
of ( 
heartiness and even violence that 
would have completely staggered those 
who had never seen her without that 
half sad, half sour droop of the cor- 
ners of her mouth.

The would be mu:- 
derer was seized, detained several 
years in prison and is now earning his 
livelihood by house painting out ia 
Australia.

ly and even shabbily dressed in black 
gowns that were often rusty, it was 
Impossible not to feel \>hen in her 
presence that that little old v.-orn^n 
had ruled for more than half a ce-itury 
over the greatest and most extensive 
empire of the civilized globe. £i.d with 
all that a true, warm hearted v/oraan. 
full of tenderness, a broad minded, 
unaffected piety, and of sincere sym-
